Joined Aston Villa in 1956 and later moved to Oxford Town where 
he made 400 League appearances between 1962-71. Finished his playing career at Kettering and became their 
Manager. He then went on to manage Cambrigde United who won the 4th Division Championship under him. He 
created a very successful team at West Bromwich Albion and in 1981 went on to manage Manchester United who 
won the FA. Cup in 1983 and 1985 and were runners-up in the Littlewoods Cup in 1983 under his guidance. He 
went back to West Bromwich on the 3rd September 1987 and kept them in the 2nd Division. He left them to join 
Atletico Madrid and steered them from bottom to third in the Spanish League table. He returned to England and 
joined us on the 15th Feburary 1989.
